NEWRY, Monday.

THE BLUE LINE OF THE SEA. 


To-day you may follow Synge almost 
step by step, so little have things altered 
in the space of twenty years in this 
quarter of Ireland. He talks of taking 
the little railway from the station yard. 
It is just the same now—the tall, black, 
half-tram, half-train coaches of the Great 
Southern Railways, with their queer 
engine and the string of goods trucks. 
Perhaps, the very coach yon ride in is 
the one in which the dramatist made one 
of his several journeys: they have the 
marks of time on them. The wooden 
benches are dark stained and the walls 
and roof speak their age; but they are 
clean, like a tram, serviceable for another 
twenty years at least. Easily one can 
icture Christie Mahon’s creator, round- 
acked in his corner, his ever dreamy 
eyes gazing, dreamier than ever, over the 
fields and white, mud-splashed cottages 
that speedily take the place of the church 
and grey buildings of Tralee. 

ar away in the distance runs a straight 
blue line—the sea; to the West, just 
within the boundary of sight, is a dark 
soft smudge—Brandon. In slow proces- 
sion the tiny stations follow one another—

DINGLE BAY. 


From Castiegregory Junction the line 
=-runs straight across country to the Dingle 
coast, and for an hour you are among 
some of the most glorious scenery in all 
Ireland, let alone in Kerry. You climb 
the hills—at three miles an hour. The 
valley lies hundreds of feet below you, 
green, mottled with trees and little Jakes, 
with here and there a wood and solitary 
cottages and sparse villages, small as 
toys. Brandon grows nearer; the sea, 
like a gigantic piece of blue silk, bor- 
dered with. brilliant yellow, stretches as 
far as the eye can reach to merge with 
ES sky in a velvety bank of soít, dark 
ue. 

As the sun sinks lower, gold steals into 
the sea and sufíuses the blue sides of the 
hills—gold that presently turns to fire. 
until it seems as though gigantic furnaces 
were aglow beneath the ocean. The breeze 
becomes cooler; inch by inch the sea re- 
cedes as we turn further in among 
the hills, until, at Annascaul,“we lose it 
altogether; and then begins the gentle 
slope down to Dingle Bay. How Synge 
loved it! How can anyone help but love 
it? It is one of the few railway journeys 
that one can make and not be sorry that 

the train is travelling only at three to 
ten miles an hour. 


EXPLORER,S HEADQUARTERS. 


Synge himself did not stay often or long 
in Dingle, though he had an affection for 
the place. It is a huddled town of narrow, 
winding, steeply, hilly streets, tortuous 
roadways, pavements like the cliff walk at 
Howth, and lampless at night. Here the 
stable-door type of cottage is in profusion ; 
yet, incongruously, there are several well- 
kept shops, a great church, and a road 
or two of neat villa-like houses near the 
sea, besides two good hotels. To Synge, 
at to the disciple who follows in his foot- 
steps, Dingle was, and is, the head- 
quarters for exploring the country round— 
Prandon, Ballyferriter, Smerwick, Sybil 
Head and the little fishing villages that 
range all along the coast—rather than a 
place to linger in for itself. |

You may climb the slope to Sybil 
Head, lie flat and watch them squabbling 
three hundred feet below you. Brandon's 
misty head fills in the view on one side.

The romantic side of telegrams: which 
was discussed on this page last Saturday, 
is hardly fully covered, a correspondent 
reminds me, without a reference to the 
famous Ems telegram, which, by its 
mutilation by Prince Bismarck, assiste| 
to precipitate the war of 1870 between 
France and Germany. 

The history of that telegram forms one 
of the romances of history. D’rince 
Leopold of Hohenzollern was reluctant to 
accept the kingship which had been 
offered to him, and only did so on the 
representations of Bismarck. 

On his acceptance being made public, 
France immediately intervened and de- 
clared the proposal to be inadmissible. 
Bismarck thereupon ordered his Foreign 
Office to deny all knowledge of the 
negotiations.

REPORTED BIG ORDER FOR 
NEW FIRM. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

It was reported in Belfast to-day thatj 
Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Litd., 
which this year took over the works and 
plant of Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., had booked a shipbuilding order of 
substantial dimensions, involving a 
number of vessels, for one of the leading 
shipping lines. 

Messrs. Workman, Clark, Ltd., have no 
statement to make upon the subject, and 
Mr. Strachan, the managing director, 
when I questioned him this afternoon, 
said that he was not in a position to con- 
firm the report. 

The order, if placed, will involve the re- 
opening of the firm’s south yard, which is 
still idle, as the four vessels already placed 
have been allotted to the north yard. 

These vessels include a large 18,000-ton 
oil tanker, a substantial motor ship for 
Messrs. Alfred Holt and Co., and a large 
vessel for the Ellerman Lines, together 
with a small sludge steamer for the 
Belfast Corporation. 

Since the new firm of Workman, Clark 
(1928), Ltd., was formed, every effort has 
heen made to restore the yards to their 
former, activity, and so far the efforts of 
the firm have been véry suctessful. Should 
the new order be placed here it will mean 
considerable activity in the Belfast ship- 
building industry before Christmas.

cols to local authorities. The number of 
transferred schools. now is. 242;. if schools 
under Roman ‘Catholic’ management are 
omitted, the transfer oí 57 per cent, of the 
elementary schools in the City of Belfast 
and of 30 per cent. of those in the remainder 
of the province is in progress, or has 
completed. Particulars are also given of the 
steps taken by local authorities to' provide 
new schools and to improve and extend exist- 
ng buildings. Reference is also made to the 
introduct‘on of the new programme for public 
elementary schools; and there is a short 
report of the instruction in the various school 


subjects. 
~~ SECONDARY SCHOOLS: 

There has been a noteworthy increase in 
the number of pupils attending secondary 
schools, the total having risen from 8,460 on 
Ist December, 1925, to 9,913 on ist Decam- 
ber,,4927,.fhe Ministry believes that this 
increase is largely due to an awakening of 
parents and the public generally to the im- 
portance of secondary education and to the 
need for earlier. entry to the ‘schools. The 
secondary school certificate examination again 
shows an improvement in the percentage of 
passes, but still further increase is looked for 
in the junior certificate. examination, 

THE TECHNICAL SIDE. 


Technical education is dealt with at con- | 
| siderable length. The total enrolment in the 


past year shows a further increase, and the 
problem is not so much how to secure 
students as how to absorb them into trade 
and commerce on completion of their courses. 
A new feature at Lisburn is a Junior Tech- 
nical School, with an agricultural bias. It 
is interesting to find that, under schemes for 
the award of national certificates, consider- 
able progress has been made towards securing 
recognition by various institutions in Great 
Britain—such as the Institute of Chemistry, 
the Institute of Mechanical Engineers and 
the Institute of Naval Architects—of the 
Ministry’s technical school examinations. 

In the section dealing with the training of 
teachers, it is stated that the new hostel for 
men students in attendance at Stranmillis 
Training College will be ready for occupation 
in September next, and that the new lecture 
block will be completed next year. 

A further chapter shows that the local edu- 
cation authorities have made considerable 
progress in the exercise cf thei: powers and 
duties under the Education Act of 1923. 
Stress is laid on the importance of developing 
a proper school medical service report, and it 
is satisfactory to note that although some 
authorities have not yet introduced medical 
schemes, they are contemplated, and are 
likely to be in operation in every area in the 
near future.

RURAL POPULATION’S 
DECLINE.

WANT OF SMALL INDUSTRIES. 


Statistics showing the decline of population 
in the rural districts of County Tyrone were 
discussed at the monthly meeting of Strabane 
Rural District Council. Mr, Thomas Christy, 
who raised the matter, said that the decline 
would be attributed by some authorities to 
lack of education and by others to the dull- 
ness of country life; but, in his opinion, the 
reason was entirely economic. For the last 
seven years farming would have ceased on 
inferior land. The farmers, and particularly 
the small farmers, were too content to sit 
and say nothing “while they were’ being hat. 

Mr. William Rankin, J.P. (chairman) said 
that the population in the mountainous district 
was dwindling away, but they were no worse 
in County Tyrone than in the Free State and 
elsewhere. Emigration would continue unless 
industries were started. In the Glenmornan 
district, to which Mr. Christy belonged, 
many people about fifty years ago made a 
living by the spinning wheel and shirt- 
making, but now all that had gone. He 
thought, perhaps, the Government might do 
something to start some little industries in 
their district to give employment.

FREE STATE’S EXAMPLE TO 


THE SIX COUNTIES. 


A letter was received from the Secretary 
of the Ulster Tourist Development Associa- 
tion and considered at the meeting of the 
Antrim County Council yesterday, pointing 
out that only two counties in the Free State 
did not subscribe to the Irish Tourisi Asso- 
ciation, while the Counties of Dublin, Kerry 
and Donegal contributed £1,450, £1,517 and 
£350 respectively. 

In Ulster a county could only subscribe 
£100 to such an association, and, as the 
amount the Tourist Association wouid receive 
from the Government in future would depend 
upon the measure of. support received from 
the County Councils and individuals in 
Ulster, they appealed for financial support 
{from the Council, and pointed out that in- 
creased tourist traffic meant a greater sale 
for farmers’ produce. 

Mr. H. A. M. Barbour said the amount 
involved was small, but he was of opinion 
that the support of this organisation should 
be left to those who were more directly 
benefited by it than the County Council, It 
was difficult for them, as a County Council, 
te see any return,:and he was not sure that 
they would be justified in spending the 
money, They subscribed to the motor road 
race which was held recently, and which, 
they were gratified to know, was a great 
success. That was a good advertisement for 
the province and was entirely satisfactory in 
every way, but he did not see why they 
should subscribe to other forms of advertise- 
ment. He thought that they should mark 
the letter “ Read.” 

This was agreed to. 


BANN NAVIGATION. 


EXPENSES EXCEED RECEIPTS. 


At. the Antrim County Council meeting 
yesterday, Colonel Patrick (Chairman) pre- 
siding, the Secretary submitted an account 
from the Lower Bann Navigation Trust for 
£861, being the estimated amount payable by 
the County Council for the half-year. 

The Clerk said that he brought the matter 
before the Council, as the amount was about 
twice that of former years. 

The Chairman said that the receipts of the 
Lower Bann Navigation amounted to £50 
in the half-year, whereas the expenditure was 
£890 for repairs to locks, etc., and general 
expenses. e trust would probably have to 
provide £1,300 or £1,400 in the next half- 
year, and he thought it would be a good 
thing if some sblic-apicited member of 
Parliament one try to get this matter 
wiped out of existence and end the thing. 
The cost was something like £2,000 per 
annum, and the. receipts about £50. So 
long as the thing went on the County Council 
had no alternative but to meet the cost. 

Mr. Mairs—I understand that the loss was 
about £1,100 last year. Is that so! 

The Chairman—Perhaps it was. 

Mr. H. A. M. Barbour, M.A, said that 
they had no alternative but to meet the 
present demand, but, as had been suggested, 
they might call the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the state of affairs and ask that 
steps be taken to have the matter remedied. 
It was decided to meet the demand of the 
trust. 


NON-PERMANENT CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 


At. conferences of non-permanent officers 
and others in the Irish Free State Civil Ser- 
vice arrangements were made to carry on a 
vigorous campaign to have certain disabilities, 
under which permanent and temporary civil ' 
servants labour at the present time, speedily 
removed. 

The question of establishing a strong Civil 
Service Union, confined to lower grade officers, 
which will carry on its propagafida on strictl 
official and constitutional] lines, was debated. 
During the discussion it was stated that, in 
the’ event of this body being successfully 
established, strong financial and Parliamen- 
tary support would be forthcoming. 


FATAL JUMP FROM A LORRY. 


Yesterday evening, Ignatius McKelvey (35), 
of Dundalk, fell under the wheel of a motor 
lorry at Carrickfergus, County Antrim, and 
was fatally injured.

DISASTROUS TO CATTLE 
TRADE, 


Freat Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 
A meeting was held in the Town Hall, 
Galway, to-day, for the purpose of strongly 
condemning the proposal of the Great 
Southern Railways of singling the line 
between. Clonsilla and Attymon, and to con- 
sider what steps should be taken to defeat

Mr. Philip O’Gorman, President of the 
Galway Chamber of Commerce, presided, and

‘The Secretary, Mr. J. G. Browne, read a 
letter from Mr. McGilligan, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, regretting that he was 
unable to attend. 

The Secretary then read a resolution from 
the Mullingar Town Commissioners approving 
of the resolution adopted at the public 
meeting in Mullingar on September i and 
instructing their solicitor to take the neces- 
sary legal measures to have the matter of 
the proposed railway changes brought before 
the Railway ‘lribunal, in pursuance of 
Section 13 of the Railways Act, 1924, and 
that all public bodies of the towns which 
would be affected by the proposed changes 
be asked to co-operate with them in obtain- 
ing evidence to place before the Tribunal 
that the dismantling of the present railway 
system as contemplated would be detrimental 
to the commercial life of the districts served. 
“ THE HAND OF THE DESTROYER.” 

The Chairman said. that the Chamber of 
Commerce, realising the ‘seriousness of this 
matter, had called together: that conference, 
and it was for them to take such action by 
appealing to a court of law, if necessary, to 
stay the hand of the destroyer. A state- 
ment had been made by the Chairman of 
the Great Southern Railways that a ‘single 
line, owing to improved signalling, was able 
to deal with all existing traffic, and even 
50 per cent. more. In that connection they 
had an object lesson during the past week, 
when, on such a line in a southern county, 
some wagons of a mixed train got detached, 
resulting in a violent collision.. According 
to the report, twenty pigs were killed, some 
carriages were splintered, and the line was 
blocked for twenty-four hours. A correspond. 
ing accident was rather an unpleasant 
EEA to. contemplate on a single line 

tween Galway and Dublin. 

A meeting of the Galway Chamber of 
Commerce, Urban Council and Harbour 
Board in that room had been unanimous in 
recommending that the necessary rate-in-aid 
be levied for the borrowing of the sum 
required for completing the scheme begun in 
1 for making the port of Galway suitable 
for the requirements of the present-day com- 
mercial shipping. When that scheme would be 
compreted the ocean-going ship laden with 
grain from, say, Chicago, might, with ease, 
enter their docks, which would have the 
effect of reducing the freights for them by 
nearly one-half, With that equipment Gal- 
way was bound to become a great distribut- 
ing centre; hence they looked with the 
gravest apprehension to the reception which 
the directors of the Great Southern Railways 
were preparing for their great undertaking 

A CHALLENGE TO THE RAILWAY. 

Sir Walter Nugent had now an oppor- 
tunity of making good his statement that a 
single line of railway might be made as 
efficient as a double one. He received an 
invitation to demonstrate that. At the last 
meeting of the Galway Chamber of Commerce 
the following resolution was passed—‘ That 
we, the members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, have read with interest the statement 
of the Chairman of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company, that a single line of rail, 
with improved signalling, is as efficient as a 
double line under the old system. This being 
so, we claim in the interests of economy and 
efficiency that the main line from Dublin to 
Cork be singled simultaneously with the line 
from Galway to Dublin.” 

Mr. E. K. Jackson emphasised the fact that 
that was not a public meeting. [If they 
valled a public meeting ra | could fill the 
square with people interested in this matter. 
It. was a meeting calling: representatives of 
public bodies together, and they had there 
representatives of the public bodies of the 
country. His idea was that if the double 
line was worked effectively and expeditiously, 
it would be better for the country. The 
Railway Company had the right to reduce 
expenses, but they should not take away 
facilities from the general public to which 
they were entitled.

If the 
directors believed that it was efficient, they 
would single the whole line; but they bad 
no interest in the West or in the Port of 
Galway, and, whatever influence was, brought 
to bear on them, they were tryin put an 
end to the Port of Galway. e heard a 
statement—he could not say if it was. true— 
that the Great Southern Company were 
satisfied with the trade they had from 
America through Cork, and that they did not 
bother, about Galway.

The French people were as 
anxious as any other people to be freed 
from the incubus of armaments, but they 
did not propose to submit themselves to 
further danger. ' Germany, suggested M. 
Briand, still offered a threat to the 
security of France. The relations-between 
the two countries were excellent, but 


right arm. This speech introduced an 
element of reality into the disarmament 
discussions. It was rather too blunt for 
the suave diplomacy of Geneva ; but every 
real friend of Europe’s peace will welcome 
it as an honest expression of French 
views. 

Before the war Germany, Russia, France 
and Italy had large numbers of men under 
arms. Now the German Army has been 
reduced by treaty to a maximum of 
100,000 men, and the Austrian Army has 
disappeared, France, however, has as many 
soldiers as ever she had. Italy’s, Army 
is far stronger in every way than it was 
in 1914, and she has one of the most 
efficient Air Forces in the world. - Yugo- 
Slavia is armed to the teeth ; . Czecho- 
Slovakia has a formidable fighting 
machine; Poland’s Army is considerably 
stronger than that of Great Britain. and 
in the background the “Red” forces of 
Russia are an obscure menace. Further- 
more, science has made enormdus strides 
during the last ten years. The art of 
fiying has been developed almost beyond 
belief. Every laboratory in Europe is 
“working at high pressure in search of new 
formulas for poison gas and devastating 
bombs. It is clear that the promoters of 
peace have good cause for anxiety. Two con- 
ferences have been held—one at Washing- 
ton and the other at Geneva—with the 
purpose to secure an agreement in 
respect of disarmanient at sea. The first 
met with moderate success; the second 
was a complete failure. The Locarno 
Treaty and the Kellogg Peace Pact were 
designed to reduce the possibilities of 
another conflict to a minimum, but, while 
both these instruments have served a 
useful purpose, the problem of European 
armaments remains perilously acute. 

Lord Cushendun pointed to the example 
that has veen set by Great Britain. Before 
the war the British Navy was incompar- 
ably tne strongest. force of its kind in 
existence.

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A Prehistoric Grievance. 


There is nothing new. undef the. sun. 
The Scots, who are complaining to-day of 
an excess of Irish immigration, are merely 
the inheritors of a prehistoric grievance. 
“Tt. is in TIreland,’’ Sir George Macdonald 
has told the British Association, “ that 
the roots of Scottish prehistoric civilisa- 
tion must be.studied.”’. His presidential 
address. to the Section. of Anthropology 
sought to explain the fact—proved by the 
“abundance of monumenta—that in pre- 
historic days the North of Scotland and 
the western and northern islands were 
numerously. populated. Sir George Mac- 
donald suggested that in the days before 
iron the clearing of forests was impossible, 
and. that thus. the. treeless wastes of 
Northern Scotland became desirable terri- 
tory, “In his’ view the forest difficulty -ex- 
plained also the prehistoric immigration 
from Ireland. Nowadays, he said, ‘people 
apywoached the Highlands and islands 
from the South; but in prehistoric times 
that avenue was barred by; the dense and 
rugged Caledonian forest. 
migrants, ‘thetefore, came by sea from 
Ireland by way of the western islands. 
Then, as now, the movements of peoples 
were prompted by the need of íresh means 
‘of subsistence. for increasing numbers of 
mouths.* “At intervals,”’ said Sir George 
Macdonald, “a surplus of’ baniantity would 
be ‘spilled ‘from Ireland.

A NEW DISCOVERY. 


‘* My belief is that Professor Hill is on che verge of an astonish- 
ing discovery. . I think that his continuous fine analysis of the 
phenomenon’ of the living cell must lead to such an understanding 
of the organisation of life that there is no reason why the construc- 
tion in a laboratory of a living cell on the physical plane could not 
be effective, or its construction in the ocean, for instance, observed. 

‘* What has always puzzled people has been the meaning of 
death. A man stops breathing, but his,cells go on living fora 
long time. What is it that happens when the cell dies? What 
Professor Hill has shown is that, when the supply of oxygen and 
sugar to a cell ceases, the tendency of the cell always to go to 
pieces is immediately fulfilled. That, I believe, is an absolutely 
new discovery.”’ 


THE MEANING OF LIFE AND DEATH.

Life is a great mystery, and the 
study of life the greatest of all. 

“The understanding of the phenomena 
of life will be the crowning glory of 
science, towards which all our present 
chemical and physical knowledge forms 
but the preliminary steps. 

“A living being is not a magical source 
of free energy or spontaneous action. The 
cells of the human brain contimue to act 
because the blood stream brings tu them 
chemical free energy in the form of sugar 
and oxygen. 

WHERE MAN ORIGINATED. 

“Stop the stream for a second: and 
consciousness vanishes. Without the sugar 
and oxygen there could be no thought, 
no sweet sonnets of Shakespeare, and no 
Joy or sorrow.” 

The close of Professor Donnan’s address 
concerned the origin of life. It was pretty 
certain that life originated in the primeval 
ocean, -he said, and the image of Aphrodite 
rising from: the sea was not without 
scientific justification. 

“ If life sprang from the non-living its 
earliest forms must have been excessively 


A discovery by an English physiologist, 
Professor A. V. Hill, University College 
london, which enables scientists for the 
nrst time to understand, though a little 
dimly, “‘ the difference between life and 
death and the very meaning of life,’’ was 
described to-day befere the British Asso- 
ciation at Glasgow.

F. G. Donnan, Professor of Physical 
Chemistry at University College, London,

“ To-day,” -said Professor Donnan,

He could understand and sympathise 
with the disappointment of the German 
Chancellor at the slow progress made, but 
the difficulties of the Preparatory Com- 
mittee on Disarmament had not been fully 
appreciated. 
At the outset it would be miraculous if 
wide divergencies of view did not arise. 
It might be that the process of reconciling 
these views would bring about agzeement. 
Perseverance and patience were required. 
Though disappointment might be . ex- 
pressed at the delay, it must be remem- 
bered that a very considerable measure of 
agreement had been arrived at, and it 
would be the greatest mistake im the world 
to assume that no progress had been 
made, and to despair of a satisfactory 
result. 

Moreover, although the actual conven- 
tion had not been finally drafted and 
signed, a large measure of actual dis- 
armament had taken place. 


BRITAIN’S EXAMPLE. 

He went on to give striking figures 
illustrating the reduction in personnel and 
vessels of the British Navy effected up to 
the present time, as compared with July, 
1914. There had also been large reduc- 
tions in the British Army and Air Force. 
If these drastic reductions by ‘Great 
Britain did not fully satisfy the obliga- 
tions under the Covenant he most con- 
fidently claimed that they went a long 
way in that direction, and it was incorrect 
to suggest that since the Covenant there 
had not been on the part of Great Britain 
—whatever might be the case elsewhere— 
large and far-reaching .reductions in arma- 
ments in the spirit of the League.

A NEW ERA. 


‘ After an eloquent appeal for greater 
confidence betaveen nations, Lord Cushen- 
dun said that the Kellogg Pact would give 
a very wholesome stimulus to interna- 
tional disarmament. The Pact proclaimed 
a new era and created a new outlook. In 
generations to come war, except for self- 
defence, would not be a gallant adventure, 
but a national dishonour, and armaments 
would be recognised as a costly and dis- 
creditable anachronism. 

Continuing his references to the Anglo- 
French naval compromise, Lord Cushen- 
dun said that it was realised that the 
accord between two among a number of 
partners could only have a provisional 
character. 


MORE TRUST WANTED. 


He felt confident that agreement could 
be reached if only they could all show a 
little less distrust of each other, and “if 
critics were less ready to attribute to us 
hidden designs and ulterior metives, of 
which we are entirely innocent, and which 
could not exist outside the imagination 
of those critics.”’

GERMAN CHANCELLOR’S 


From HEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. * 


Receiving the international journalists 
late to-night, Dr. Mueller, the German 
Chancellor, dealt with some of the points 
in M. Briand’s speech in the Assembly 
yesterday. 

Referring to disarmament, Dr. Mueller 
said that the German delegates had come 
to Geneva in order to assist the League 
in the matter. “uM. Briand,’’ he pro- 
ceeded, ‘‘ declared in his speech yesterday 
that we should have confidence in the 
League. We entirely agree with him, and 
that is the view held in Germany; but 
such confidence cannot be ordered. It 
has to be established by deeds. That was 
the reason why we criticised the delay in 
bringing about disarmament. We were 
not indulging for propaganda.’’ 

Alluding to: the Peace Treaty, Dr. 
Mueller pointed out that the disarmament 
of Germany was to be the prelude to a 
disarmament of all countries. Germany, 
however, ought not to be placed in a diffi- 
cult position. After all, it must be 
remembered that Germany was a nation 
of sixty-five millions. War to-day is out 
oí: the question. Everyone knew that 
Germany was disarmed, and that achieve- 
ment had been a most remarkable one, 
although there were still some small things 
left to be dohe. It was true that Ger- 
many could utilise her industries for war 
purposes; but how could ‘any country®go 
to war if it did not possess a stock of 
arms? 

Replying to specific criticisms by M. 
Briand, Dr. Mueller said that the recon- 
struction of Germany’s mercantile fleet 
had been effected in order to improve 
Germany’s economic position, and thus 
enable her to meet her war reparations. 
He failed to understand such criticisms. 
Also, the German cadre system was being 
gradually adopted in other countries. 
When the report of the Disarmament 
Committee came before the League 
Assembly the German delegation would 
have something more to say on the sub- 
ject. Dr. Mueller concluded by alluding 
to to-day’s conversations on the Rhine- 
land evacuation question, and remarked 
that Germany’s request for evacuation«was 
natural, especially after the Kellogg Pact 
and the prevailing peace atmosphere, and 
Germany considered that she was entitled 
to ask for it. 


GERMAN INDIGNATION. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Germany, after feeling for a moment 
dazed at the news of M. Briand’s speech 
at Geneva, is now bursting into indigna- 
tion. The first report was received in 
oficial circles last night with genuine 
amazement and consternation. - It was 
considered. almost unbelievable that one 
of the authors of the Locarno agreements 
and the Peace Pact should have spoken 
even more provocatively. to the German 
mind than M. Hymans only a week after 
the signature of the Pact in Paris. 
Neither the full text of M. Briand’s 
speech nor his explanation to the Press 
later in the day -has modified the first 
impression very much, though the situa- 
tion is, perhaps, not seen in quite such a 
tragic light as last night. =

Otherwise it believes that the 
separate States should rule their own peoples. 
It has always opposed the sumptuary legisla- 
tion, of which the prohibition law is an out- 
standing example, which the Federal Go- 
vernment has sought to impose upon the 
nation on the theory that such local grouch 
should be allowed to decide for itself just 
where it wants to draw the line. 

The urban dweller is generally a ‘‘ State's 
right ” man, because he lives in a community 
which by its nature enforces the law. of the 
land more inflexibly; hence- he desires that 
the law under which he lives shall be 
modelled as closely as possible to the peculiar 
beliefs of his own little aay 
‘This conflict is as old as Ámerican history. 
The Constitytion, after naming the powers, of 
the Federal Government, adds that all powers 
not specifically delegated to the central Go- 
vernment .remain in the hands of the in- 
| dividual States. These States were then atill 
conscious of their sovereignty and determined 
to protect their own individualities. The 
emphasis on the title United States - of 
America was on the second word, not the 


first. 

THE CASE OF TEXAS. 
Texas furnishes a particularly good example 
of the original independence of the separate 
States. It existed for some time as an in- 
dependent Republic after winning its freedom 
from Mexico, until it was admitted to the 
Union at its own request. The question of 
whether or not a State once in the Union 
had the right of withdrawal was then still 
open. 
The Civil War was fought to decide it. 
Slavery was the match to the magazine, but 
secession was the real issue. The North— 
and the Republican y—won, and the 
centralisation of America began. Its first 
expression was in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments, which assuted the negro of 
equal rights with the white. This was a 
diminution of State power. Hitherto each 
State had ruled upon its own qualifieations as 
to the suffrage. 
The Republican Party remained in the 
saddle, and the result has been an increasin 
federalisation of American government, an 
a decreasing State sovereignty. Many of the 
Federal powers were gained through the 
control of Congress over commerce passing 
between the States. 
From this control derived the Inter- 
Commerce Act, which regulates the rates of 
railways, all of which cross State boundaries;

PICTURESQUE SCENE. 

As soon as the ship dropped anchor a 
motor launch from the Mahroossah, flying 
the Royal Standard of England at the 
fore and the Royal Standard of Egypt aft, 
with the Acting High Commissioners and 
Admiral’ Tomlin Pasha on board, came 
alongside, accompanied by other craft, and 
took the Princes and their suites on board 
and proceeded to the Arsenal landing 
stage, followed by the fleet of sailing craft 
and launches. 

The picturesque Arsenal quay, with the 
old mosque embedded ‘in the trees, where 
the Princes landed, was crowded with a 
dense throng of British people, who 
greeted the Princes with round upon 
round of ringing cheers as they stepped 
ashore. " 

The Princes, who both wore grey flannel 
suits, red ties, white buckskin shoes and 
khaki helmets, were received by Hussem 
Sabri Pasha, the Governor of Alexandria, 
and the brother of the Queen of Egypt, 
Said Zolficar Pasha, the Grand Chamber- 
lain to the King of Egypt, the acting 
British Consul, General Ingram Bey, the 
Commandant of the Police and the Officer 
Commanding the British troops in 
Alexandria. 

The Princes; accompanied by the Staff 
and the Higt. Commissioner, left in Royal 
cars amid enthusiastic cheers from the 
crowd, and proceeded by the eastern 
harbour and the Cornice road to the 
British Residency on Mustapha Hill. 

RECEPTION AT RESIDENCY. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
Gloucester and their staff dined with the 
High Commissioner and a small party 
last night, and a reception was afterwards 
held. Two hundred members of the 
British community, as well as officers of 
the Air Force, Navy and Army, had been 
invited to meet the Princes, who wore 
dinner jackets.

THE CHILD OFFENDER. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECT OF 
BIRCHING. 


Discussing the scope of the child-guidance 
clinic, Miss M. Drummond described an inter- 
view that she had had with a child who had 
been birched. ‘‘ He was a little boy in a 
slum school in Edinburgh,” she said. ‘* His 
intelligence was all right, and his emotional 
nature was all right. He was a dear little 
boy, and I am quite sure that that child 
ought not to have been birched. I was con- 
vinced that his outlook on the werld would 
be warped by the way in which he had been 
treated. With other boys, he had _ stolen 
some fruit, and had been the. unlucky one 
to be caught. That court conviction should 
never have been recorded, and the child 
should never have been punished in that way. 
He did not quite understand why he was 
getting it. To him it was unfair. It must 
prejudice him against our whole social 
system. In that wav, I think, to a certain 
extent we' are buildhig up Bolsheviks and 
anarchists. “(Hear, hear.) If I had been 
treated in that way when a child I should 
not have gone on being an ordinary respect- 
able member of society.” 

Miss Drummond also told of a little boy 
who had been stealing, and who wrote her 
a pathetic letter, saying that “ he was being | 
good now, and the policeman had not come 
yet.” ‘“* Think of that little boy, with his 
grand-mother, with whom he © lived, 
trembling! oe the -policeman,”’ ‘ex- 
claimed Miss Drummond. ‘‘ Such a child 
should not have been thought of with renee 
to the police.

SECOND CHAMBER REFORM. 

Three resolutions deal with the reform of 
the Second Chamber. The most important 
of these, to be moved by Captain R. A. 
Eden, M.P., on behalf of members of the 
House of Commons and the Warwick Asso- 
ciation,. and seconded by Mr. E. T. Camp- 
bell, M.P., on behalf of the Second Cham. 
ber Committee of Lords and Commons, and

Resolutions congratulating the Government 
on the rating scheme, the recent 
measures for the assistance of agriculture and 
the fishing industries, and expressing ap- 
preciation of the housing policy will be sub- 
mitted. The housing resolutions urge the 
need for further efforts, particularly in re- 
gard to the reconditioning of old houses. 

Industrial peace and co-partnership wil! 
also be discussed. 

Canon G. E. Hasell, North Camberwell, is 
to move a resolution, which “‘urges on the 
Government a great reduction of our enor- 
mous expenditure,’’ and Colonel J. Kruce 
Kingsmill will advocate measures for reduc- 
ing the rank and file of the Army, excepting 
the Guards, with a view to “‘ utilising in 
part the saving thereby effected, to finance 
a system of gnáis cr eurvies in the Terri- 
torial Army.” 

More effective legislation to deal with slate

BETTING LAW REFORM. 

Mr. G. W. Smith intends to move, on

UNKNOWN MICROBE. 


MYSTERY OF CHILDREN’S 
DEATHS. 


There is still an element of mystery about 
the deaths of the two young children of 
Robert Dewhurst, of the mining village of 
Featherstone, near Cannock, who died a week 
ago. When the adjourned inquiry was held 
yesterday, medical evidence was given that 
exhaustive pathological tests had failed to 
detect the microbe which was believed to 
have created the conditions that led to the 
deaths of the children. There were indica- 
tions that death was due to inflammation of 
the bowels, but no signs could be discovered 
of death being due 'to poisoning by food 
berries or mushrooms or such things, or that 
inflammation was due to the presence of 
vegetable or mineral substances of an 
irritant character. 

In returning a verdict of death from 
natural causes, the Coroner said that he had 
had a conversation with the Medical Officer 
of Health for Cannock rural area, who had 
promised him that thorough investigations 
would be continued with the object of tracing 
the microbe which at the moment was 
unidentifiable. 

Three other children of the Dewhursts, who 
were affected in the same way at the same 
time, were reported to be making good 
progress,

Spencer, with assistance, 
climbed safely to the ground, but his father, 
who on to the roof to remove the balloon, 
lost his foothold and fell fifty feet on his 
head. He was killed instantly. 

Mr. Percival Spencer said that his father, 
whose full name was Henry Owen Spencer, 
was the third ration of his family to 
carry on the business of balloon manufacture 
He was 52 years of a On Saturday they 
had to abandon a oon ascent and para- 
chute descent in connection with the féte 
owing to rain, but it was decided to make 
an attempt on Sunday afternoon, Again the 
pain made a pe descent inadvisable. 

‘When the weather cleared up,” Mr, 
Spencer went on to say, “Í made an ascent 
in the balloon. I no sooner got up than it 
began to pour rain. At five hun 
the weight of water which had collected un 
the balloon forced me down, in spite of the 
fact that I jettisoned all my ballast.” 

Mr. Spencer described how he landed on 
the roof of a high house. The balloon 
became entangled among the chimne ts, 
and his father ascended to the i by a 
ladder. Just before he fell he gave a ‘* gasp 
of helplessness.’’ 


BRIGADE MEN'S EVIDENCE. 


William Frederick Brown, a St. John 
Ambulance sergeant, said that while trying 
to release the envelope of the balloon Captain 
Spencer stood astride the ridge of the roof. 
He was either overcome by the gas from 
the balloon or in an attempt to sit on the 
ridge he fell backwards in a sitting position, 
overbalanced and rolled down the tiles. 

William James Verrier, district officer of 
the St. John Ambulance, said: “'I was 
admiring Captain Spencer’s ability on the 
roof. It was wonderful. First of all a cap 
fell, and then I saw Captain Spencer rolling 
down the roof.” 

Mr. Hadow—You endeavoured to catch 
him’—He just balanced on my arm before 
his head struck the und. 

You were taking a pretty good risk your- 
self?—-One does those thin instinctively. 
If 1 had had time to think, I do not suppose 
] should have attempted it. One does not do 
those things deliberately.

the annual report of the Corporation Library 
Committee. ring the past year there was 
a decrease of 50,267 volumes in the issue 
of books for home reading, and of that de- 
crease no less than 27,793 was shown in the 
juvenile libraries. |The decrease possibly 
was due to a reaction after the first two 
years’ enthusiasm caused by the opening of 
the rooms, or to the fact that mány of the 
children read the books so rapidly that they 
exhausted the stock of types of books that 
appeal to their taste. The total number of 
volumes issued in all departments was 
1,114,034, the Reference Library showing ah 
increase of 8,180 volumes. 
The number of ns holding borrowers’ 
tickets from the libraries was 30,762, and of 
these 7,954 held the extra or “ student’s”’ 
ticket, which is available only for non- 
fictional books, so that the total number of 
tickets in use was 38,.705—a decrease of 897 
During the year the library received from the 
Carnegie Trustees £1,500, this being the first 
year’s instalment of the £5.000 promised. The 
money had been nded in the purchase of 
some important and valuable works for the 
Reference Library, to replace a large number 
of worn-out books. 

The Committee, in co-operation with the 
Education Committee, undertook the pro- 
vision of libraries to a number of the public 
elementary schools. The total number of 
volumes supplied will be over 2.900, dis- 
tributed among 24 schools. 

The number of books and periodicals con- 
sulted in the Reference Library during the 
year was 116,543, an increase of 8,180 on 
that of the previous year. There are now 
in stock 46,305 volumes. Sixty-five volumes 
had been borrowed from the Central Library 
for Students in London or the Irish Students’ 
Library in Dublin for Belfast students, and 
had been greatly appreciated. The volumes 
issued during the year from the Central 
Lending Library numbered 268,432, a de- 
crease of 5,692 compared with last year. The 
volumes in stock now number 365,435, an 
increase of 639 volumes. . 

In the section devoted to the blind readers 
72 volumes on loan from the National Library 
for the Blind were issued 384 times; 67 
Braille magazines were issued 273 times. 
There are 36 blind readers using the library,

DR. MACRORY’S SPKECR. 


From Our Srecta, REPRESENTATIVE. 
ARMAGH, Tuesday. 

The Roman Catholics of the Archdiocese of 
Armagh gave their new Primate, the Most 
Rev, Dr. MacRory, an enthiisiastic welcome 
to-night, when he made his formal entry into. 
his See. The ancient city was liberally 
decorated with flags and streamers of bright 
colours, which festooned the streets leadin 
from the railway station to the Cathedral, 
and myria’s of cologred lights illuminated 
the way, jreworks were sent up, and the 
Cathedral carrillon rang out a musical 
welcome. 

His Grace arrived from Belfast at 8 o’clock, 
and he was met at the station by a reception 
committee and a large concourse of people, 
with several bands of music, who escorted 
his carriage to the front of the Cathedral. 
Here a still larger gathering awaited His 
Grace, and he was received with enthusiastic 
cheering. At the front entrance to the 
Cathedral a male choir sang ‘‘ Zcce Sacerdos 
Magnus."’ | 

ADMINSTRATOR'S WELCOME. 

The Rev. P. Finnegan, Administrator, in 
welcoming His Grace, said that once again 
they had to honour a Primate upon that 
sacred hill.

on my own account alone; you wel- 
come me because [ came here as 
the choice of the Vicar of Christ. 


to whom Armagh, through storm and sun- 
shine, has ever been exceptionally loyal. 
Could the Holy Father witness this de- 
monstration, he would be gratified, and, I 
think, he would feel that his choice was ap- 
proved. (Cheers.) For myself, [ am over- 
whelmed by your kindness. As we passed 
along the streets from the station two feel- 
ings were uppermost in my heart—one of 
gratitude, and the other of my own unworthi- 
ness.

As Primate I may have some- 
times to take a wider view, but the affairs of 
this Archdiocese will be bound to engage my 
energies, and whether there be a question 
of the affairs of the Archdiocese or of a 
wider field, I, ask and pray the Almighty 
God to give me strength to do my duty fear- 
lessly. sympathise with you in your great 
sorrow for the loss of the illustrious Prince 
who ruled over you, and who you lost a year 
ago. I feel that I am not at all worthy to 
step into his shoes, who filled a large part 
in the history of Ireland. I ask you not to 
expect too much from me. When I look at 
your magnificent reception the notion comes 
to me that I cannot rise to the height that 
you expect of me, but I am not a stranger 
to you. I shall live with you and [I shall die 
with you, and I pray that our acquaintance 
this evening will ripen into the closest union 
that could exist between a pastor and his 
flock. (Cheers.)

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MUNICIPAL MUSIC. 


MR, ARTHUR DARLEY’S 
DEVELOPMENT PLANS, 


The fostering and dévelopment—on 


| planned-out lines—of a taste for 


music in Dublin is the latest project of 
which the City Commissioners have set 
themselves. | 

The Municipal School of Music, carried 
on in the old Fire Brigade Station in 
Chatham row, has been reorganised on a 
set plan of which co-ordination of effort 
is the basis, and Mr. Arthur Darley, the 
distinguished Dublin musician, has been 
appointed the Director. In its close on 
forty years of existence, the school never 
had, up to the session just started, any- 
one at its head to supervise, co-ordinate 
and direct its work. In the past the 
individual teachers carried on their 
classes more or less along their own lines, 
and there was little bond of common 
object in the work, excellent individually, 
that they did. 

The Municipal School of Music was 
founded in 1890, when the Corporation, by 
special resolution, provided an annual 
grant of £300 under the administration of 
the Royal Irish Academy of Music. The 
object of the foundation was to provide 
musical instruction at such moderate fees 
as would bring it within the reach of the 
citizens generally. At that time the 
establishment of a municipal orchestra 
was the dominant idea in the minds of 
the founders. 

In 1904 the Municipal School of Music 
was incorporated in the scheme of 
technical instruction for the city under 
the direct control of the Technical Educa- 
tion Committee. In later years the 
original programme was extended; the 
staff was increased, and larger financial 
provision for the school was made by the 
Corporation. The Commissioners have 
now taken a much larger step forward in 
the belief that the cultivation of the 
people’s wsthetic tastes is in itself good 
civics. 


WELL-ATTENDED CLASSES. 

For many years past the attendance at 
each of the two sessions per year has been 
round about 350. The students have been 
of all ages from eleven to forty, and they 
have come generally from the classes for 
whom the school was founded. It has 
been known for a mother and her 
daughters to be members of the same 
class at the same time. Among the 
present students is a boy of eleven, who 
gives promise of being a very fine flute 
player. Mr. Leonard Hirsch, the well- 
known violinist of the Hallé Orchestra 
and the Catterall Quartette received part 
of his musical education in this school. 

The first session for 1928-29 opened this 
week with an almost full attendance. 
The enrolment still in progress foretells 
a greater number of students than ever 
before. There are fifteen teachers; and 
several new and highly important subjects 
have been added to the course. They are 
viola, ‘cello, double bass, singing and 
voice production, orchestral work and a 
choral class Mr. M. McNamara’ has 
been appointed teacher of the viola, Mr. 
William Reidy of the ’cello and bass and 
M. Jean Bert‘n of the singing and voice 
production classes. Mr. Dar'ey will take 
charge of the orchestral class. He and 
M. Bertin will take the choral classes. 
The work of the school is carried on 
each of the six working days of the week 
from 2 to 9.30. 

In a talk with an Irish Times repre- 
sentative, Mr. Darley said that in this, 
the opening week, he has not yet had time 


ment of the school into finished working 
shape. The main idea was to get the 
activities of the school into co-ordinated 
form. 


WIND INSTRUMENTS: WANTED. 


It was his intention to work for the 
formation of a municipa] orchestra, a 
municipal brass and reed band, a muni- 
cipal choir, and the promotion of the 
playing of chamber music. .An immediate 
start would be made with the teaching of 
advanced theory of music and the rudi- 
ments of harmony. He expected to begin 
at once with the classes for chamber music, 
in which is contained some of the greatest 
work of masters, such as Mozart and 
Beethoven. It was a great pity that all 
those beautiful compositions should not be 
available for practice by the many clever 
young instrumentalists attendin the 
school. The development of that branch 
of musical culture would be a big feature 
of his plans for the school. 

Mr. Darley went on to say that there 
is in Dublin an extraordinarily 
number of boys with remarkable aptitude 
for learning to play wind instruments, and 
there are hundreds of good fiddlers. There 
certainly is abundance of excellent 
material for a municipal orchestra, and 
in a couple of weeks’ time he would set 
about utilising it. é was determined to 
have a public orchestral concert about 
Christmas, even though it might be only 
an unambitious effort. The school was 
held up by the want of wind instruments 
of their own, and their students generally 
'-ve not the means to purchase them. He 
had come across dozens of good young 
clarionet players who have not the £20 
| to expend on an instrument. So far they 
have to depend on the city hands who lend 
their wind instruments to their young 
members attending the school. “It 
would,” he went on, “be a wonderful 
thing for music in Dublin if some rich 
people were to give us the comparatively 
small sum of £250 to help us in starting a 
supply of wood instruments of our own.” 

He had not yet got beyond the embryo 
stage in the creation of a municipal choir 
at a municipal band. Those were 
developments that would take a ]ittle time, 
but he was sure that they would come. 
He had great hopes for the school now 
that the Commissioners have taken it in 
hand with the determination to develo 
the city culturally as they have improv 
it materially.

Incidentally, 
the register protects the public against 
charlatans, and removes the risk of a dead 
doctor being impersonated by an utn- 
scrupulous person who does not possess 
medica] skill or knowledge. 

‘‘During last year 191 doctors who could 
not be traced were struck off the register,” 
said an official of the General Medical Council 
to a Press representative yesterday. “ In the 
previous year the number of names deleted 
from the register was 328. 

REVISING THE REGISTER. 

“The Medical Act authorised the Council 
to revise the register, a section of which is 
dealt with annually, the whole work occupy- 
ing about four years. If a doctor is ‘lost’ 
for six months his name may be removed 
from the register. This step is not taken 
until the fullest possible inquiries, which 
usually take about a vear, have been made. 

““In many cases doctors who cannot he 
traced are dead, and the object of the in- 
quiry is to obtain official confirmation before 
the names are struck off the rerister. 

““Ocecasionally a doctor is forgetful, and 
omits to notify the Council of his change of 
address. Only in exceptional cases is a name 
replaced on the register, but this course may 
be adopted subject to the doctor being able 
to establish his identity, and to the payment 
of a fee of £1.” 


FREE STATE BUTTER’S 
HIGH STANDARD. 


RESULT OF A SURPRISE 
INSPECTION. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
announces that on the 2lst August packages 
vf butter from 206 creameries in the Free 
State were forwarded to the Department's 
Butter Testing Station, Dublin, where they 
were retained under ordinary commercial con- 
ditions, and examined on the 4th and 5th 
instant by three judges acting independently. 
The marks awarded for flavour, texture, colour 
and packing and finish were communicated 
to each of the creamerics from which ex- 
hibits were forwarded. 

As an indication of the continuous im- 
provement in the quality of the butter manv- 
factured in Free State creameries, it is stated 
that 99 per cent. of the exhibits were up to 
the standard fixed for creamery butter in- 
tended for export, while 90 per cent. attained 
as high a standard as will eventually be re- 
quired for the award of the National Mark.

GALWAY’S CALL FOR NEW 
LEGISLATION. 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 


TUAM, Tuesday. 

Subsequent to the abolition of the old 
workhouses in the county, the Galway 
County Council, with the approval of the 
Local Government Department, established 
the Children’s Home at Glenamaddy for the 
accommodation of unmarried mothers, illegiti- 
mate children and destitute orphans within 
the county. Finding that the tocality was 
unsuitable for many reasons, one being that 
a sufficient supply of milk was not available 
for the institution (which, by the way, was 
formerly used as a workhouse), the inmates 
were transferred to Tuam, the disused work- 
house there being now the Children’s Home 
for the county. 

The Home is in charge of the Bon Seccour 
Sisters, with whom the County Homes Com- 
mittee (consisting of members of the County 
Council and Board of Health), have entered 
into a contract for the maintenance of the 
inmates at the rate of £1 per week for 
mother and child, and, according to the last 
monthly returns submitted to the County 
Home: Committee by the Matron (Sister 
Hortense), the numbers in the Home were :~ 
Mothers, 30; Children, 125, Total, 155. 

The County Homes Committee consider the

oned the action of the committee, and 
‘decided to proceed with the work, | 
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existing rate too high, and at the next meet- 
ing (to be held in Tuam on the first Monday 
in October) a motion, notice of which stands 
in the name of Mr. G. Lynch, County Coun- 
cillor, will come up for consideration, regard- 
ing the question of continuing the contract 
with the Bon Seccour Sisters, or terminating 
it.

BOARD OF HEALTH LETTER. 

The last meeting of the County Homes 
Committee had before it the following letter 
from the Secretary, Board of Health :— 

“The Board of Health meeting on 29th 
ult. had before them a report from the Hos- 
pitals’ and Dispersaries’ Committee suggesting 
that some arrangement should be made to 
provide a maternity ward for unmarried 
mothers, in conjunction with either the 
County Home or the Children’s Home. It 
was pointed out that the Maternity Hospital, 
which was reconstructed at great expense, 
was primarily intended to accommodate the 
wives of labourers, artisans, etc., and a room 
was also set aside for paying patients, but 
owing to the number of unmarried mothers 
admitted to that department E during the 
past year), very few of the class for whom 
the hospital was intended now seek admis- 
sion. Of course, the dietary scale for the 

pital is entirely different to that for the 
county home, and for provisions alone the 
difference is about 5s. 6d. per head per week. 
Further, many unmarried mothers admitted 
to the central hospital in the first instance 
have to be transferred to the county home 
as waiting cases, later on brought back to 
the Maternity Hospital (Galway), and when 
fit for discharge conveyed to the Children’s 
Home, thereby costing a considerable sum 
for ambulance conveyance. 

The Board of Health, the letter concluded, 
are of opinion that the saving which could 
be effected if a ward was fitted up for un- 
married mothers in the Children’s Home 
would practically cover the extra expenditure, 
and they request your committee to take 
immediate steps to provide such a ward. 

The members present expressed themselves 
in favour of converting portion of the un- 
occupied buildings at the Children’s Home, 
Tuam, for the purpose of a maternity ward, 
and adjourned the matter to next meeting. 

The County Homes Committee on the same 
occasion adopted the following resolution :— 

"“ That we urge upon the Government the 
necessity for amending the law regarding the 
unmarried mothers eo as to make the putative 
father of an iliegitimate child liable for the 
cost of the child s maintenance. 

“In this county each illegitimate child who 
becomes a charge upon the poor rate costs 
£300 from infancy until he or she reaches the 
age of 15 years, and under this head the debt 
on the county for last year for fifty-our ille- 
gitimate children born during the year in the 
county and dealt with in the County Institu- 
ticn reaches the enormous total of £16,009. 
We believe that second offenders should be 
specially provided for by law, and power 
should be given to have them committed to a 
Magdalen asylum or similar institution for a 
term of years. We earnestly request deputies, 
regardless of party, to consider this question 
with a view to the introduction of suitable 
legislation.”
